Jk  ye  therefore  wise  as  Serpents,  end  lutrmless 
J^^  as  Doves, 

o()  com^rehcnfivc,  though  few,  arc  the  pre- 
cepts of  our  Religion,  that  there  is  fcarcely  % 
fittiation  or  circumftanee  in  life  to  which  they 
may  not  direaiy  or  indireftly  be  applied. 
Perplexity  and  doubt  On  this  point  need  never 
agitate  the  mind  of  a  fmcerc  believer.  The 
difficulty  lies  not  in  afcertaining  our  duty,  but 
in  performing  it ;  in  reducing  each  ftubborn 
fwclling  thought  into  obedience  to  the  will 
of  God.

If  then  the  line  of  human  condud  be  thus 
clearly  marked  out  through  all  the  lefler  obli- 
gations of  life,  juft  reafon  have  we  to  expedt 
that  diredions  (hould  lyt  be  wanting,  on  the 
moft  important  of  all  concernments — the  pro- 
pagation and  fpread  of  the  Religion  of  Chrift. 
And  fuch  is  ihecafe*  ,--Ei^l|QTt«fiq«^d  example 
are  holdcn  out  "to  us*in't1ic  writings,  and  by 
the  lives,  of  the  fir  ft  Preachers  of  the  Gofpel. 
To  extend  the  knowledge  of  Chriftianity  over 
the  face  of  the  then  known  world,  was  one  of 
the  injunctions  which  they  moft  laboured  to 
inculcate;  whilft^  to  fur^er  thi«:fpine  glorious 
end.  They  endured  all  things ;  rejoicing  in  per- 
fccution,  and  tortures,  and  death,  if  only  they 
were  counted  worthy  to  fuffer  for  the  name 
ofChrift. 

Nor  is  the //2o</e  in  which  this  duty  fliould 
be  performed,  left  unrecorded  by. the,  f^cred, 
writers.  .Mf.ny  are  the  declarations  to  this! 
point  i  but  among  tjietp  ,alj;  none  are,  ^>rr^ 
importantj^norje  jp^clude  ^  wid^r  fi<;Jd  qf  aiafon,' 
than  thefe  words  of  our  b^^ffed  ly^ord  .  to  Jiis 
Difcjplei  :  *'  Behold  , I  fendypu  fgrth  as  ih?ep; 
**,in  the  midft  of  wojves :  be  ye  therefore  wife 
*'  as  lerpents,  and  harmlefs  as  doves."

for  the  Pi'opdgation  of  the  Gofpel. 

1,  Varying  with  the  change  of  times  and  cir- 
cumftahces, ,  muit  be  that  wifdom  which  is 
ncccflary»  for  ch&preaLhing  of  the  Go/})el.  At 
the  firft  daiwn  of  ths  Chriflian  a^ra,  this  quali-* 
iicationwas  of  a  dJfierent  kind,  arid  required 
in  an  iiifeiior  degn?e,  Becaulie  the  Apoftles  were 
endued  with  jx>^:vtfK  £:ooi;cboj»'e,  and  becauie 
their  Lord^nd  jVXaAor  wns  ix  hand  to  reprove,  to 
exhort,  and  tQ^enlighten.  Humility  of  heart 
iherefoire,  and  teacbablenefs  of  difpofition, 
were  the  main  recon-.mendation  for  the  firft 
Cbriftian  Mini^-y.  ,  Ijt  might  otherwife  have 
been  objected  taour  Religion,  tbat.it  had  made 
its  way  by  the  artifice  and  coutiivancc  of  its 
Difciples.  li|Vhe,n*,  however,  its  Heavenly 
Tcaqher  h^ .  afrended  i>p  on  high,  then  the 
Apoftiies  were  hy  no  means  dcftilute  of  human 
acquirements,  and  learning.  St.  Paul,  fepa- 
rated  and  chofen .  for  ^hc  converfion  of  the 
Geptiles,  h^  beea  educated  at  the  feet  of 
Gamaliel,  and  was  weU  vericd  both  in  Grecian; 
literature,  and  in  all  the  JewiHi  Scriptures. 
His  writings  are  before  ujs;  and  they  abundantly 
prove,  .how  well  qualified  he  was  to  refute  and; 
convert  the  gainfayers.  In:  argument  ^nd  in, 
eloquence  they.  ftJand  unrivalled. 
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But  as  in  proccfs  of  time  all  miraculous  affift- 
ance  became  by  degrees  withdrawn,  the  Chrif- 
tian  teachers  found  it  m6re  and  more  neceflkry 
to  avail  themfclves  of  human  wifdom  j  and  the 
uritings  of  the  Fathers  of  our  Church  con- 
tain not  only  a  fond  of  BiJ>lical  criticifm,  but 
almoil  allthe  literature  of  the  earner  and  mid- 
dle ages.  Strange !  that  it  evie«  could  be  fup. 
pofcd  that  learning  is  not  neccflary  for  the  pro- 
pagation of  the  Gofpel.  Are  not  the  Scriptures 
written  in  languages  which  have  long  ceafed  to 
be  vernacular  ?  Are  hot  the  Verfions  ttf  them' 
numerous,  -nd  do  they  not  abound  in  various 
readings  ?  Surely  then,  ia the  collation  of  thefe, 
both  ftudy  and  judgme^are  i*^^ufred,  to  enable 
us  to  fix  the  rciding,  ;0r  afcertain  the  fenfc  of 
sTny  palTage  irt  S<fripturc.  Proverbial  comparii 
fons  alfo,  »nd  eaftern  imagery^- are  frequently 
made  ufe  of  by  the  facred  writers.  Many  and 
vrry  important  truths  are  couched  under  pa* 
rabies.  The  cuftoms,  morcoveit,  the  rites  and 
opinions  of  Jewifh  and  contemporary  nations, 
arc  continually  brought  forwards  or  alluded 
to.  An  acquaintance  therefore  with  all  thefc 
points,  cannot  but  be  neccflary  before  we 
can  fully  comprehend,  or  explain,  the  word  of 
Xiod.     In  ihort,  the  expounder  of  ilevelation 

ihould 
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ihould  be  conyer&nt  with  Hiftory  facrcd  and 
fToferte,    well  able  to  elicit  the  true  mean- 
ing and  force  of  the  language  of  Scripture; 
othcrwife,  he  may  read,   but  not  undcrftand. 
A  Doftrine,  and  that  of  vital  importance,  has 
b^en  ill  u  ft  rated  by  the  right  explanation  of  the 
Greek  Article.     The  nature  and  obligation  of 
the  Chriflian  Sabbath,  the  rite  of  Baptifm, 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Supper  of  our  Lord, 
fhefe,  and  othtr  effentials  of  our  Religion  can 
be  uhderftood  at  beft,  but  imperfedly  by  per- 
fons,  unacquainted  with    the    more    antient 
Mofaic  inftitutions,  on  which  they  have  been 
engrafted.     A  teacher  of  the  Gofpel  (hould 
alfo  be  well  able  to  exhibit  and  enforce  the 
credentials  of  his  Religion — duly  qualified  to 
afFcrd  a  reafon  for  the  hope  that  is  in   him. 
Real  miracles  have  formed  the  ground- work  of 
impofture  5   true  prophecies  have  led  the  way 
to  falfe  ones..    An  adequate  defender  therefore 
of  our  citadel,,  (hould  know  the  foundations  oi> 
which  it  is  ereded;  (hould  marJc  thejuft  lin* 
of  difcrimination     between     the    miraculous 
powers  of  the  firft  Chriftian  Church,  and  the 
pretcnfions  of  fucceeding  ages— between  truth. 
and  Prieftcraft— -between  the  Gofpel  and  the 
Koran.     Thus  only  will  he  convince  or  iilence 
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the  fceptic  ;  thus  only. can  he  prove,  that  the 
Chriftian  ilory  differs  in  all  thi  broad'  cha* 
rasters  of  truch»  from  either  antient  or  bipdjcni 
inipofitions. 

Gpt  it  were  a  wade  of  time  aod  argvtp^nt 
to  prove  more  at  large,  befpre  this  andieut^^t 
that  a  well-grounded  affurance  in  the  Diving 
dilpenfation,  can  only  be  kept  up,  unlefs  mi- 
raculoufly  prefcrved,  by  the  indrunientidit^f 
of  human  learning,  by  the  labours  of  perfbns 
fraught  with  the  ftorts  of  fcience,  and  lkilic4 
in  the  languages,  in  which  the  volume  of  in* 
fpiration  is  tranfmitted. 

The  necefllty  however  of  Biblical  knowledge 
is  not  left  to  be  deduced  from  abftracfl  reafoniiig 
alone.  We,  in  this  age  of  innovation,  have  wit- 
neflcd  the  practical  confequences  originating  in 
the  want  of  it.  Many  and  great  are  the  evils 
which  have  flowed,  from  ignorance  ufurping  the 
province  of  facred  inftrudtion.  Some  who  were 
unable  even  to  read  the  word  of  God,  have 
audacioufly  attempted  to  explain  it.  Many, 
without  knowing  the  difference  between  li- 
teral and  figurative  expreffions,  have  not  feared 
to  declare  to  others  in  what  manner  and  (enCo

TheGofpeJ,  wc  alloMr^  'vifftd  ^rca^hed .  to  the 
poor,  and  its  pre cepfis  may  .be  rfjade  level  to 
the  cammoncft  underft^iditigi  but  ftilj;  Icam^ 
ifig  is  the  handmaid  of  Religion.  Thb  diln- 
gers  of  the  ignorant ;  are  gioat,  and  great,  in 
proportion  to  their  ignbrance.  The  God  of 
all  power  might  have  difpbiyed  a  ftanding  rai^ 
racle,  and  difperfed  each  doubt  from  every 
mind;  but  fuch  has  not  been  his  vyiil..  The 
language  therefore  of  the  Scriptures,  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  dodtrines  ^h|ch  they  cotH 
tain,  can  onlj  be  acquired,  like  every  <itber 
fcience,  by  laborious  rcfearch,  and  critical 
invefligation.

The  fan^e  gbfervations  ijpply,.  a-nd-,with  eq^sj 
force,  to  the  dedu^ions  froip  natural  Theojogy. 
The  fool  hath  laid  in  his  heart,  but  the  fgpl 
alone -can  ln; ,  tUere  is  no  God.  The  creation, 
every  where,  proclaims  its  Creator  i  but  ftill, 
what  difttrent  conceptions  are  eatertained  by 
the  tboughtlefs  and  the  cbfervant,  concerning 
the  nature  and  attributes  of  the,  Moft  fiigh  ? 
The  more  clofcly  we  examine  the  work  pf  his 
bflnds.,  the  more  clearly  do  we  devetope  the 
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inirtd  of,  the  artificer.  Evdry  additional  dif- 
-covery  rfffopds  frefh  ptoof,  that  matt  is  brought 
into  cxiftencc,  for  virtue  and  for  happiheis. 
Tlie  like  conclufion  then  is  dcdudble  from 
the  works,  as  from  the  word  of  God.  In  both, 
knawkdg©  leads  to  pra<5lice,  and  th€  wifeft  are, 
ifor  the  iTMJft  part,  the  ftfqft  teachers.

From  thcfe  undeniable  principles  it  follows, 
that  education  and  learning  are  neccffary  for  the 
due  propagation  of  the  Gofpel.  Nor  is  uni- 
formity of  do^me  a  Icfs  important  ahd  in- 
(lifpenfablic  requifitc  of  wifdom.  If  varying 
and  bppofing  tenets  are  promulgated  to  the 
-people,  they  at  firfl'doubt  which  of  rfirm  arc 
true,  and  too  often  end  in  difbeiieving- them 
aH.  If,  for  inlt^nce.  the^  are  told  by  one 
preacher  t:iat  Jefus  Chrift  came  down  from 
Heaven,  and  was  both  God  and  Man,  and  then 
hear  froni  another,  that  he  did  net  partake  oi 
the  divine  nature,  and  did  not  exift  till  he  was 
born  upon  earth,  if,  in  like  manner,  dif- 
fcr.;it  and  contradidtory  dodrines  are  holden 
out  to  them  concerning  the  third  perfon  of  the 
Eternal  Godhead,  what  muft  be  the  unavoid- 
able refult  ?     Religion,  which  proclaims  peace

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and  good  will»  muft  becopiie!  the  parent  of 
anlinofi'ty  and^tfcbfcji  ^odrof  all  tjbntieft^,  te~ 
ligious'contcfts  have;  been  the  moft  rancorous 
and  fanguinary.  Every  wife  legiflature  there- 
fore will  equally  protea  the  ecclefia{}ical  and 
civil  conftitution  pf  the  country.  Shall  a  naan 
be  punirhcd  for  propagating  treafon^,  and  (hall 
he  be  at  liberty  to  preach  infidelity  or  fchifin  ? 
Shall  we  .guard  the  temporal,  and  negled:  the

Numberlefs  ariq  the  advantages^,  whicti.  arije 
from  a  mutual  co-operation  between  the  Church 
and  State.  We  thus  fecure,  as  far  as  human 
policy  call, /ecu re,  not  only  uniformity  of  doc- 
trine, bu^alfo  purity  of  con(;lud.  ,  The  mem- 
bers of  one  fpiritual  body  become  known  to, 
and. dependant  upon,  each  other.  Every  aberra- 
tion in  life  cr  dodrine  is  immediately  obferved 
and  checked.  Whereas  otherwife  offences 
might  arife,  o^ences  wl>ich  it  would  be  the 
duty  of  no  one  to  notice  or  corredj  the  con- 
tinuance however  of  which,  might  endanger 
the  ftcurity  of  our  edabli/licd  Conilitutijii.

Every

p}e.     Now  the  evil  of  this,  our  day  has  been — 
a,Mpcl^d?I^iber^lity^-the  fpecious  tolerance  of 
every,  mode  of  government  gnd  faith,  but   a 
rfial  indifference  or  diflil^c  to  any.     Th^  falu- 
taryreftraints,  inppofed  at  the  firft  burfting  out 
of  the  French  Revolution,  checked  the  fpread 
of  the  contagion^  and    prefcrved  this  nation 
from-  the  /courge  of  .fimilar  liorcors.     The  like 
temperate  and  early  precautions,  might  perhaps 
have  averted  thofe  dangers  which  at  prefent 
aifail  our  Ecclefiaftical  fabrick.      Nor  is  this 
fccurity  an  object  of  confideration  to  the  Clergy - 
alone.     Blind  indeed  muft  he  be,   both  to  the 
dictates  of  reafon,  and  the  warnings  of  hiftory, 
who  perceivcth  not,  that  the  well  being  of  the 
State  is  intimatdy  and  indiffolubly  conneded 
with  the  peace  and  ftability  of  the  Church. 
As  is   the  fate  of  the  one,  fo  will  be  the  for- 
tunes of  the  other. 
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As  far   from    us  as  from  any   one,  is  the 
wifh,  to  infringe  the  great  privilege  of  our  na- 
ture. 
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turc,  or  to  curtail  that  eqaal  liberty  with 
which  ail  ihould  be  permitted  ts  adore  their 
Lord  and  their  Redeemer.  Buf  th«  Mk  of 
mankind  are  eafily  led  aftray.  Abfui^diity  of 
doctrine  is  jk>  feourity  againft  its  reception; 
We  cannot  therefore  but  think,  that  they  to 
whom  the  general  welfare  is  entrufted,  are 
jnftitied  in  demanding  fome  QuilifiGations  frotn 
the  preachers  of  Religion.  The  morals  and 
happinefs  of  the  people  are  not  we  fear  ad- 
vanced, by  thofe  extrone  facilities,  which  have> 
enabled  each  wild  illiterate  enthufiaft,  to  pour 
his  deadly  poifons  into  the  public  car. 

The  inference  then,  at  which  we  arrive,  the 
conclufion  which  we  draw  from  this  train  of 
reatbning  is,  that  the  i  .terefls  of  the  prelent  and 
funilar  InOitutions,  arc  mod  effedually  fup- 
ported  by  the  labours  and  learmng  of  a  duly 
c:cnllitutcd  Miniftry,  and  that  Chriftianity  is 
bed  propagated,  in  connexion  and  union  with 
;>n  edablilhcd  Church.

That  they  nught  enlarge  the  kingdoxn  of  God 
opoa  earth,;  they  jcmrnicd  through  a  vaJe  of 
ijoaifery,  ghrjing  in  wthiog  but  in  the  Crofs 
.of  Chrift.    No  dangers  iiiipcded  their  progrefs, 
no  difficulties  deterred  them  from  their  allotted 
courfe.     It  was  pride,  a.id it  was  joy,  to  facri- 
ficc  the  world,  and  friends,  and  life,  in  the 
-fcrvioejof  their  Heavenly  Mafter.     DifR;rent 
indeed  muft  our  efforts  be  from  theirs  j   but 
ftili  they  need  differ  only  in  degree.

Now,  among  the  various  inflitutions  for  the

dudive  of  better;  effecfts,  than  this  iBCorporated 
Society,  the  intcreftaof  which  weai-e  bow  met 
to  recommend-  and  advance,  i  Fot  more  than 
a  century. has  it  been  labouring  to  diffufc  the 
light  of  Chriilianity':over  the  territones  ; and 
dependencies  of  the-Britilh  Empire  j  and  great, 
through  its  inftrumentality,  has  been  the  num- 
ber of  them  who  hiive  beh'cved— bilieved,  we 
hope,  to  i  the  favj-iig  of  their  , fouls.  -  But  we 
arc  far  from  haHng  reached  th«;  term  of  our 

.  labours.  ;'  How  large  a  portion  oi  the  hdbitable 
globe  lies  yet  immeried  in  Pagan  darkmefs ! 
How  many  myriads  of  iirfcllectual  bciags  are 
flill  UDcheered,  even  Avith  a  fidgle  ^ray  of  Di- 

t.vine  Truth  !  uublcfled  with  the  knowledge  and 
hope  of  an  hereafter.  An  fliali  we  any  longer 
continue  wanting  to  this  the  firft  duty  of  a 
Chriflian  nation  ?     Shall,  our  fhips  extend  our 

!  commerce,'  anji  pour-forth  \\yc  maiiufadftres  of 

this  land  ovcr'thc  four  quarters  of  the  earth, 

■  without 
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wbAusm  a  wi(h,ind  an  endeavour  to  commii. 
flicate,   at  the  lame  time,   and   by  the  fame 
meaiw,  the  glad  tidings  of  the  Gofpcl.     When 
^«re' review  the  I  wide  limits  of  tlvis  powerful 
empire,    its    magnificent    eflabliihments,    its 
wealth,   its   charities;    when   alfo  we   rcfleia 
on*  the  peculiar  and  nearly  exclufive  bleffings 
which,  as  a  nation,   we  have  enjoyed,  we  are 
alitibft  led  to  obferre,  that  the  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gofpel,  is  not  upholden  in 
a  manner,   commenfurate  to  the  great  objed 
which  it  has  in  tiew.     We  deceive  ourfelvcs, 
if  we  fancy  that  we  httve  made  ail  the  returns, 
which   the  Divine  bounty  and  goodnefs  de- 
mand.    Our  gratitude  to  the  Supreme  Giver 
ftiould  be  evidenced  in  the  manner,  which  he 
himfelf  h»&  pointed  out.     If  we  really  are  the 
fervants  of  a  Heavenly  Mafter,  we  (hould  feed 
his  flock ;   and,  what  they  require,  is  to  cat  of 
the  br^d  of  life,   and  to  drink  of  that  living 
water,  which  is  Chrift.     Religion  is  the  only 
real   concernment   of    life.     It   is   the   chain 
which  unites  earth  to  heaven,  and  which  ma^' 
condu<a  us  from  the  one  to  the  other.

And,  if  we  defcend  to  inferior  considerations 
we  have  as  little  reafon  to  doubt  concerning  the 
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temporal  blcffings  which  Chriftianity  confers. 
The  example  has  been  tried  before  our  eyes, 
and  we  have  witneffed  the  different  fituations 
of  a  believing  and  an  infidel  nation.  Not 
jnany  years  fir.ce,  and  few  people  enjoyed  a 
greater  (hare  of  profperity  than  our  con- 
tinental neighbours.  But  fccpticifm  paved  tl^e 
way  for  immorality,  and  how  great  became 
the  reverfe  !  !  A  ftate  more  deplorable  imagina« 
tion  can  hardly  conceive.  Anarchy  and  mif- 
ruie  fubvcrted  every  comfort  of  focial  life, 
whilft  war,  with  unwonted  ravages,  defolated 
the  face  of  the  country.  Scarcely  was  there 
a  family,  which  had  not  to  deplore  a  lofs,  either 
in  the  field,  or  on  the*  fcafFold.  The  reverfe 
of  this  picture  it  has  been  our  happier  lot  to  ex- 
hibit. We  have  believed  in,  and  worfhipped,.the 
God  of  our  forefathers ;  we  have  reverenced  his 
fanctuaries,  and  obeyed  his  flatutes.  Thus  have 
we  reached  the  fummit  of  national  profperity, 
and  juftly  may  we  attribute  this  pre-eminence, 
not  to  our  arts  or  arms  alone,  but  to  the  over- 
ruling providence  of  God,  and  let  us  hope- 
to  our  moral  charadler  and  conduft. 
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Aiid  can  we  perceive  and  experience  this 
blcffcdnefs  of  Rjcligiq*,  without  a  moft  earnefl: 
endeavour  to  extend  the  fame  benefits  over  the 
face  of  the  whole  earth?  Much  has  been 
attempted  and  atchieved  by  our  predeccflgrs, 
who  ran  the  Chriftian  race  which  .was  be- 
fore them.  They  eftabliflied  the  Church  of 
Chrift  among  their  Trans-Atlantic  brethren, 
and  in  fome  degree,  identified  our  own  fame 
and  profperity,  with  the  future  glories  of  the 
Weftern  hemifphere.  May  the  example  incite 
our  emulation  !  The  field  is  not  yet  exhauflcd. 
We  may  fiill  cultivate  and  improve  it,  until 
that  predided  period  arrive,  when  the  knpw- 
ledge  of  the  Lord  fliall  be  fpread  over  the  earth, 
ieven  ««  As  the  waters  cover  the  fea." 

The  happy  return  of  peace  now  afl=brd$  pe- 
culiar facilities  and  encouragements  for  this 
increafed  exertion  j  and  fhould  our  means  con- 
tinue circumfcribed,  yet  the  fmalleft  cion  may 
become  a.  :ee,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  may 
lodge  under  the  branches  of  it.  Not  a  par- 
ticle of  our  labours  will  be  loft.  Arts  may 
flourifh  or  decay,  empires  may  rife  6r  crumble 
into  dull-,  but  the  knowledge  and  belief  of  a 
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Ming  good.  Chriftiai^i^  cciBMot  biit  .be  the 
ptn^at  of  prei«nt  and  eternal  hi^pgndstf      I; 
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May  we  tJien  be  vigllaot  ^nd  fuccef^ul  in 
the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.  iJ^o  efTorts  can  be 
more  worthy  of  us,  none  more  appropriately 
our  own,  than  thofc  whrch  open  tteaven  to  the 
blind — to  mortals  the  hope  of  immortality.  The 
riches,  the  pleafures,  the  honors  of  this  world 
are,  at  befl,  but  half  enjoyed'— and  fleeting. 
Whereas  the  recollection  of  having  been  fellow- 
laborers  in  the  Chriitian  miflion,the  having  con- 
verted thofe  who  fat  In  dafjcnefs,  and  the  (haifew 
of  death,  will  be  the  fpnng  of  hope  an^  joy^ 
when  aU  things  fublunary  {hall  have  pade3 
away.  Let  it  however  always  be  borne  in  mind, 
that  one  of  the  befl  means  for  propagating 
Chrlfti^nity  is,  the  pure  unfuUied  lives  of  its 
profellbrs,  "  Be  ye  harmlefs  as  doves."  No  juA 
argument,  indeed,  can  be  drawn  from  the  in~ 
confiftency  of  faith  and  practice  :  but  men  will 
judge  of.  a  tree  jby  its  fruits»  will  look  upon  our 
lives  as  a  comment  on  what  we  teach.  ., 
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Such  then  arc  the  confiderations  which  (hould 
incite  us  all,  each  in  our  day  anci  fphere,  to  exert 
the  talent  committed  to  our  truil,  fo  that  God's 
holy  name  may  be  glorified  upon  earth,  and  his 
blcflcd  kingdom  enlarged.  The  fure  confc- 
qucnces,  that  will  enfue  from  our  negledt  or  ob- 
lervance  of  this  duty,  I  will  not  attempt  fai  >tly 
and  inadequately  to  defcribe :  but,  they  have  been 
reprefcnted  unto  us  by  the  prophet  Daniel,  and 
in  words  which  muft  fpeak  peace  or  terror  to 
every  thinking  mind.  *  **AJid  many  of  thetn  that 
**  sleep  in  the  dust  of  the  earth  shall  aivake,  some 
to  ever  las  ting  life,  and  some  to  shame,  ard  ever- 
lasting contempt ;  and  tliey  that  he  wise  shall 
*'  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the  firmament,  and 
"  tluy  thai  turn  many  to  righteousness  as  the  stars

The  Rev.  Frederick  Hamilton  Orrlngton, 
Miflionary  at  Harbor  Grace,  in  the  name  of 
the  Proprietors  of  the  Church  at  Carboneer, 
acknowledges,  with  much  gratitude,  the  liberal 
donatiort  of  the  Society  in  aid  of  the  expences 
attending  the  eredion  of  the  Chnrch  in  that 
Settlement.  He  alfo  acquaints  the  Society, 
tliat  the  inhabitants  of  Harbor  Grace  propofe 
to  enlarge  their  Church  during  the  prefent 
vear. 

The  Rev.  John  Clinch,  Mifnonary  at  Tri- 
nity Bay,  r.cinowledges,  with  many  expref- 
fions  of  gratitude,  the  gratuity  of  X50  granted 
to  him  by  the  Board,  at  the  Solicitation  of  Sir 
Richard  Keats  i  and  alfo  the  liberal  addition 
made  to  the  falaries  of  Miflionaries  in  general, 
through  the  aid  of  Government.  Mr.  C. 
fends  this  Noiitia  for  the  laft  year,  viz.  Bap' 
tifnis  55  J  Marriages  "j  -,  Burials  18;  Commu- 
nicants 42. 

The  Church  at  Bonavifta  is  in  tolerably 
good  lepair.  A  zealous  inhabitant  has  per- 
lormcd  Divine  Service  and  read  a  Sermon  .e- 
guliirly  every  Sabbath-day,  without  fee  or  re- 
ward. 

At  Greens,  in  Bonavifta  Bay,  a  new  Church 
has  lately  been  built.  At  fcveral  remote  har- 
bours 
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hours  aho,  within  the  Bay.  places  of  public 
worfbip  have  been  creaed,  exclufive  of  the 
one  at  Silly  Cove,  which  fcrve  to  ftiew  a  ma- 
nifcft  thirft  for  religious  knowledge.

Nova  Scotia. 

The  Rev.  I^r.  Stanfer,  Miflionary  at  Halifax, 
arrived  in  England  in  the  courfe  of  the  laft 
autumn,  under  circumftances  of  a  heavy  do- 
meftic  aflliaion,  he  propofes  to  return  to  Nova 
Scotia  early  in  the  fpring.  The  duties  of  his 
Miffion,  ring  his  abfencc,  were  performed  in 
part  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Willis,  chaplain  to 
the  flag  fnip  at  Halifax,  and  in  part  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Milne.  Dr.  Stanfer  had  forwarded 
liis  Notitii  for  the  fix  months  ending  May  6, 
1815,  which  contained  Baptifms,  Infants  117;* 
Adults  5;  Marriages  81  ;  Burials  86;  prcvi- 
ouily  :o  his  leaving  Nova  Scotia. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Inglis,  Ecclefiaftical  Com- 
miflary,  in  his  leveral  letters  communicates  to 
the  Society  a  great  variety  of  important  mat- 
ters.

to  Mr.  Coflit  8  falary  for  the  current  half  year, 
to  allow  his  executors  to  draw  upon  the  Trea- 
hirer  for  the  fum  of  ^200,  as  a  gratuity  to  his 
lour  maiden  daughters,  who  were  left,  by  his 
death,  with  a  very  inadequate  provificn.  Dr 
Inghs  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  four  cafes 
of  books,  fent  by  order  of  the  Society  for  the 
fupply  of  MifTionaries,  feme  have  already 
been  diftnbuted.  He  affures  the  Society  that 
no  exertion  will  be  wanting  to  promote  the 
pious  objeds  for  which  fo  confiderable  an  ex- 
pence  has  been  incurred. 

The  Society  have  lolt  another  valuable  Mif. 
fionary  in  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Biflct,  of 
Maugerville,  New  Jrunfwick,  and  his  place 
has  not  yet  been  fupplicd. 

Dr.  Inglis,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year,  had 
made  Icveral  vifits  to  the  vacant  miffions,  in 
one  of  which  he  had  paffed  fome  time,  in 
Cumberland  and  the  adjoining  country ;  he  had 
become  acquainted  with  the  fentiments  of  the  ' 
leading  perfons  in  thofe  dirtrids,  which  he 
reprefents  to  be  more  favourable  tc  che  Church 
of  England  than  at  any  former  period;  an.,  he 
ventures  to  recommend,  in  the  name  of  the 
^ilhop,  the  appointment  of  a  MifTionary  to 
Cumberland,  and  the  grant  of  fome  affiftance 
towards  the  eredtion  of  a  new  Church.  From 
thence  he  went  to  Dorch-Lr  and  Sackville,  in 
New  Brunfwick,  where  r  r^  exertions  have 
teen  made,  particularly  by  Mr.  Botsford,  with  a 

view 
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view  to  raifc  fufEcient  funds  for  the  building 
of  a  Church,  which  there  is  every  profpcdt 
will  foon  be  accomplifhcd,  with  the  aid  of  the 
Society,  which  H^8  been  pi^oraifcd  to  them,  as 
'veil  as  to  the  inhabitants  of  Cumberland, 
under  the  ufual  conditions. 

The  vacancy  occafioned  by  the  death  of  the 
late  Mr.  Bifict,  at  Maugervillc,  has  called  for 
additional  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  Mif- 
iionaries  fettled  in  the  adjoining  diftrids,  and 
it  appeared  advifable  to  the  Bifhop  to  employ 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Somerville,  Mafter  of  the  Aca- 
demy at  Fredericton,  in  adminiftering  to  the 
fpiritual  wants  of  the  people  in   that  neigh- 
bourhood.    It  will  not  be  inconfiilent  with 
his  other  engagements  to  fpend'  his  Sundays 
-and  the  whole  of  his  vacation  in  ^^^^St  places, 
and  the  Society  have  agreed,  on  the  rec   mmen- 
dation  of  the  Bifliop,    to  allow  Mr.   Somer- 
ville a  falar/  of  ^100,  fo  long  as  he  difcharges 
the  duties  attached  to  his  appointment. 

Dr.  Cochran,  during  the  long  vacation, 
vifited  Aylesford,  Wilmot,  and  Parborough, 
and  officiated  at  thofe  places.  Mr.  Twining 
made  an  excurfion  to  Ksrnfby,  on  the  Gulph 
of  St.  Lawrence,  to  a  Settlement  on  the  Cum- 
berland Mountains  and  to  Onflow.  Mr.  Gray 
has  accompli(hed  his  vifit  to  Rijftiouche,  not 
without  much  difficulty  and  fome  danger.

Inglisi 
immediately  took  meafures  for  furthering  one 
of  t«le  leading  objeas  of  his  inftrudions  from 
the  Board 

Eight  fchools  in  Halifax  alone  are  already 
in  fbme  meafurp  under  the  fuperin tendance  of 
Mr.  Milne.  Some  additional  expence  will  Be 
incurred  in  carrying  this  important  objea:  :nto 
execution  ;  and  at  the  recommendation  of  the 
Biftiop,  the  Society  hnve  agreed  to  makt  an 
extras  allowance  of  ^loo  per  annum,  during 
the  period  of  Mr.  Milne's  fervices  in  that  de- 
partment. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Ferryman  was  again  adopt- 
ed as  a  MiiTionary  by  the  Society  during  the 
courft  of  the  laft  year,  and  has  feleaed  Cape 
Breton  a5  the  pkce  of  his  rcfidence.

The  Rev.  George  Mountain,   MifTionary  at 
Fredencton,  gives    the   mofl    faiisfadory  in-

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formation  refpeaing  the  ftate  of  his  Miffion  ; 
the  Vcftry  and  Cuarch-wardens  are  well  dif- 
pofed  to  forward  the  interefts  both  of  the 
Church  and  the  Clergyman.  The  congrega- 
tion is  refpcdable  both  in  numbcrand  charadter  -, 
the  demand  for  feats  has  long  exceeded  the 
accommodation  of  the  Church,  an  evil  which 
will  :n  fomc  degree  be  remedied  by  a  fmall  ad- 
dition to  the  pews  and  benches,  of  which  the 
Church  ftill  admits.  Mr.  Mountain  has  re- 
ceived part  of  a  large  grant  of  books  fent  to 
the  Biihop,  and  is  in  expectation  of  a  ftill 
further  fupply  from  the  Society  for  Promoting 
Chriftian  Knowledge. 

The  Rev.  George  Pidgeon,  Miflionary^ 
St.  John's,  writes,  that  in  obedience  to  the 
commands  of  the  Biftiop,  he  arrived  at  his 
Million  in  the  month  of  June,  1814,  and  on 
his  arrival  Mr.  Viets  removed  to  Dibgy.  The 
members  of  the  Church  of  England  amount 
to  800  J  at  the  monthly  communions,  above 
100  attend  j  at  the  Eafter  and  Chriftmas  fefti- 
vals  a  greater  number.  The  Church  is  a  very 
large  and  handfome  ftrudure,  and  conllantly 
filled  by  an  exemplary,  devout,  and  attentive 
congregation.  The  Notitia  for  the  laft  year 
contains,  Buptifms  79 ;  Marriages  17;  Bu- 
rials 15. 

The  Rev.  Elias  Scovil,  MifTionary  at  Kingf. 
ton,  reports,  that   by  the  blelung  of  God   he 

has 
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haa  been  able  to  difcharge  the  duti-s  of  bis 
Miflion  as  formerly.  He  divides  his  time 
among  the  feveral  pariflies  committed  to  hii 
eare.  The  Church  at  Kingfton  has  been 
thoroughly  repaired.  The  new  Church  at 
Hampton  is  not  yet  feated,  which  delay  has 
been  occafioned  by  the  war ;  throughout  the 
whole  Province  there  is  a  great  deficiency  of 
Minifters  of  the  Church  oif  England;  in  his 
County  there  are  feven  large  pariflies,  and  only 
two  of  them  fupplied  with  Miflionaries,  and 
the  wants  of  other  Counties  are  equally  great. 
The  Notitia  contains,  Baptifms,  Infants  41  • 
Adults  2  i  Marriages  19  ;  3urials  6. 

The  venerable  MifTionary  of  St.  Andrew's, 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Andrews,  ftill  continues  to 
officiate  in  the  town,  and  was  enabled  to  preach 
every  Sunday  during  the  laft  year,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two.  He  has  lately  been  appointed 
Chaplain  to  the  Garrifon,  with  a  falary  of  X60, 
which  he  would  willingly  relinquiOi  in  favor  of 
an  AfTjftant,  could  a  fuitable  perfon  be  procur- 
ed for  that  fituation.  The  Veftry  have  alfo 
agreed  to  allow  a  falary  of  ^40  for  the  fame 
purpofe  ;  and  the  Society  would  be  willing  to 
add  an  annual  ftipend  of  £110.  Thefe  in- 
ducements however  have  hitherto  been  with- 
out fuccefs,  and  the  diftant  parts  of  the  Mif- 
fion  have  fufFered  from  the  inability  of  Mr- 
Andrews  to  attend  to  their  religious  ftate.

the  other,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reid,  had  undertaken 
the  care  of  St.  Armand,  during  the  abfencc 
of  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  Charles  Stev»art,  (who 
liad  coinc  to  England  for  a  fiiort  time.)  with 
an  underftanding  that  he  fliould  be  appointed 
MiHionary  to  Stanftead.  on  the  return  of  Mr 
Stewart  to  America.  The  Society  arc  in  hopes* 
that  with  the  aififtance  of  Government,  they 
will  be  enabled  to  make  provifion  for  four 
additional  Mifllonaries  in  the  Canadas. 

The  Rev.  George  Okill  Stuart,  Miaionary 
at  Kingdon,  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  two 
boxes  of  books,  one,  containing  Bibles  &c 
for  general  diftribution,  the  other,  for  the  ufe 
of  the  Mohawks.
